A very close friend of mine, Monk Apollo SV2ASP, passed away 
at 20:45 UTC on 5/5/2019. His funeral [was] held in Mount 
Athos at O9UTC, 6 May 2019. The last 3 years he had a battle 


with brain cancer. He was 64 years old... 


1988 Monk Apollo obtained his radio amateur license and the 
call SV2ASP. He needed 2 more years to get the license from 
Holy Council. Finally he was on the air for first time in 1990. 
He celebrated his 10 years on the air with the call SY2A in 
2000 and he was trying to find some free time to be on the air 
when his monastic duties allowed him. In spite of all the diffi- 
culties he was sacrificing his very little spare time to make the 
voice of the Holy Mountain heard on the air and to give joy to a 
multitude of friends impatiently waiting for a contact. He was 
trying to spread, through his presence on the radio waves, a 
message of hope and optimism
